THE REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


To THE INuABITANTS of Mituis: The selectmen held 
their first meet for the year, April 8, 1886, and organized 
by the choice of E. S, Fuller, Chairman, and Louis La Croix, 
Clerk. At this meeting all town officers, not chosen by the 
town at the annual meeting, were appointed, except the en- 
gineers of the fire department, who were appointed at a 
subsequent meeting, April 25, 1886. The board visited, 
April 23d, the wreck of the Rockville Bridge, with a view to 
rebuilding it. On the following twenty-ninth day of April 
they met the selectmen of Medfield and adjusted the ex- 
penses on the Lovell Bridge. It was agreed that the town of 
Medfield. should pay the town of Millis $87.92. July 3, 
1886, George C. Thrasher was licensed as an auctioneer. 
July 17, 1886, Marcellus A. Ware, J. H. Shannon, and 
Fred Swarman, were appointed forest firewards. The bound- 
ary line between Millis and Holliston was perambulated 
Nov. 20, 1886. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The damages done to the bridges of the town by the flood 
were very serious, although some of these bridges were, at the 
time of the disaster, in a poor condition. They have been 
much improved by the outlay, so that the actual loss to the 
town has not been so great as the figures of expenditure 
for repairs would indicate. 

By filling a water-course on the Medfield road, one bridge 
has been dispensed with, to public advantage in all time to 
come. On Main Street, between Exchange and Bridge 
streets, a side-walk has been built making a great improve- 
ment. About twenty dollars were contributed towards this ex- 
pense by individuals. The guide-boards of the town are in 
fair condition. 5 

At the request of the heirs of Lansing Millis, although the 
transfer to the town has not been formally and legally made, 
the town officers removed and entered upon the occupancy 
of the spacious and pleasant room provided for a Town Office 
in the new Railway Station. The board of selectmen met in 
the new Town Office for the first time, Feb. 7, 1887.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


In view of Mr. Arnold’s growing infirmities, and the 
greater amount of labor and care attending his case, Mr. 
Howe demanded an increase of $1.00 per week pay, or im- 
mediate removal. For the same reasons we concluded it 
would be best to remove him to Millis where the overseers 
could give his case a more convenient oversight. 

Albert W. Andrews paid his own way for about seventeen 
weeks of the year. Mr. A. C. Andrews having met with 
heavy losses in his business, is unable to meet his self-im- 
posed obligation to pay towards his father’s support this year. 

We have taken Mrs. Mary A. Shumway from the asylum, 
placed her with Mrs. Henry Crusar, and we confidently ex- 
pect that in the course of a few months, or one or two years 
at the most, she will be self-supporting. 

The expense incurred by the Burton family, previous to 
the first of January, has been paid by the town and the bill 
sent to the superintendent of out-door poor and approved by 
him, and will be reimbursed according to the provisions of law. 

We recommend an appropriation of $800 for the support 
of the poor for the coming year.

Atv the annual town-meeting, held April 5, 1886, it was 
voted that the following persons be the Trustees of the Public 
Library for the number of years respectively :

The first meeting was held October roth ult., at the house of 
Mrs. Lansing Millis, when the Trustees were organized by 
choice of J. M. Crane, Chairman, and Henry L. Millis, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer. At a subsequent meeting, Miss Hester J. 
Richardson was chosen Librarian, with the privilege of select- 
ing her assistant. The hours of opening the Library were 
arranged as follows: On Wednesdays, from 4to 7 P. M.; 
Saturdays, from 3 to QP. M. 

A selection of new books having been made by the 
Trustees, Mr. H. L. Millis was empowered to purchase them. 
Mrs. Lansing Millis subsequently made a gift of the same to 
the Library. Many other valuable books have been donated, 
so that at present there are some seven hundred volumes. 
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The list of donors embraces the names of Mrs. A. J. Loud, 
Mrs. J. Lincoln, Mrs. C. A. Ogden, Mrs. J. W. Olmsted, of 
Boston, Mrs. C. B. Russ, of Millis, and’ Messrs. Squiers, 
George Henshaw, and C. B. Crane, of Boston. A. very 
handsome battle panel has been presented by the Magee 
Furnace Company, of Boston. 

The Board of Trustees and a few friends met December 
3ist at 4.30 Pp. M., in the Library-room. The meeting was 
called to order by Dr. J. S. Folsom, after which Mr. H. L. 
Millis, in a few words, in behalf of the Millis heirs, presented 
to the town, through their trustees, the Library with all its 
accompaniments. Mr. J. M. Crane, Chairman of the Trus- 
tees, made fitting acknowledgment of the gift. Mr. A.L. 
Waite also made a few appropriate remarks. 

The brief exercises were closed with a dedicatory prayer 
by the Rev. E. O. Jameson. 

The following day, Jan. 1, 1887, thé Library was thrown 
open to the public. 

The Trustees cannot conclude their report without con- 
gratulating the inhabitants of the town on having a Library 
free to the public, located in a building so substantial and 
unique, and in a room made attractive by all the appointments 
which taste and convenience could suggest. 

They would say, also, that what has been so admirably 
commenced by private munificence should receive yearly 
from the public money a generous consideration, and they 
recommend a special grant to be made by the town to the 
Public Library the current year.

At the commencement of the Fall term, Misses Edna G. 
Adams, Carrie B. Andrews, Lizzie M. O'Donnell, and Ella 
M. Shea, were promoted from the Primary to the Grammar 
Department of the Adams School. With reference to their 
qualifications for advancement, the teacher of the Grammar 
Department remarks: ‘ The scholars that came up this year 
from the lower room were better Prepared for promotion than 
those of previous years.” This is not only acompliment to the 
pupils, but a recognition of the faithful instruction given by their 
teacher. And from the Daniell School there were promoted 
to the Grammar Departmentof the Adams School,Misses Sarah 
J. Cassidy and Lois B. La Croix, and Masters Irving R. Clark 
and William P. Daniels, who were also well prepared for 
promotion. 

From the Grammar Department of the Adams School, Miss 
Mabel B. Armstrong entered the High School of Woonsocket, 
R. I.; Misses Bessie F. Clark, and Cora M. Daniels, and 
Masters William F. Collins, Frederick M. Daniels, and 
Joseph J. Shea, were admitted to the Medway High School. 


Hicu Scuoor Puris, 


Among the graduates from Medway High School, of the 
class of 1886, were Misses Amy J. Clark and Mary A. 
Clark, from Millis, who completed the course with great 
credit to themselves and to the town. Miss Mary A. Clark 
received the second honors of the school in the assignment of 
the graduating parts, her standing for the course of four 
years being but three-twentieths of one per cent. below that of 
the first scholar in the class. 

The whole number from this town in attendance has 
been twelve, during the year, and the present membership 
is ten pupils. The entire cost of supporting these scholars in 
the Medway High School the last year, embracing instruc- 
tion, school books, school supplies, school-room accommoda- 
tions, transportation, and incidentals, has been $323.97, only a 
few dollars more than the sum received from the income of 
the State School Fund for the current year. 

Those qualified to enter this school have opened to them, 
at small expense to the town, the very best opportunities for a 
high school education. And only by maintaining a good 
standard of scholarship are pupils allowed to continue in the 
school, as seen by the rules regulating this matter adopted by 
your committee last year, as follows : 

3 i 
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Rule r, Each scholar must be punctual in attendance, unless detained 
by some unavoidable circumstance, which must be made known to the com- 
mittee. 

#ule 2. Each pupil must pursue not less than three studies. 

Rule 3. No scholar shall be allowed to continue to attend the High 
School whose percentage for the term shall fall more than five per cent 
below that required for admission. 


These rules are designed to protect the town from exe 
pending money on pupils who do not sufficiently value the 
privileges afforded, and also as a stimulus to fidelity and 
good scholarship. 


Names or Scuoots. 


The new names for the public schools adopted on the 
recommendation of the committee of the town at their last 
annual meeting are found to be pleasant to write and to speak, 
and are a fitting memorial to persons who lived here in the 
early settlement of the locality and who, by reason of frontier . 
and public service, deserve to be remembered to the end of 
time. 


OreanizaTIon AND Doincs oF THE CommITTEE. 


After the annual town-meeting, the school committee was 
reorganized by choice of a chairman and secretary. The last 
Monday evening of each month. was fixed as the time for 

eir regular meetings. Messrs. Henry E. Hosmer, James 
H. Haines, and Joseph W. Farwell were appointed truant 
officers, their pay to be twenty-five cents an hour for service. 
Permission was obtained of the Commissioners to send trnant 
pupils to the Hampden County Truant School, but there has 
been no occasion to use this privilege. 

A superintendent of schools was chosen, and an agent to 

urchase school books and-supplies, on the same salaries as 
last year. 

The school-houses and grounds were given in charge of 
the different members of the committee, one to each, who 
should see that repairs were made as needed, a supply of fuel 
Ponce and every thing about the premises kept in order. 

Very little business of importance came before the committee 
for consideration, ‘or demanding their action, beyond the oc- 
casional election of a teacher to fill a vacancy and the ordi- 
nary routine of approving of bills to be paid. The whole 
number of bills approved was eighty ; in amount, $2,072.51. 

The chairman of the committee was appointed to prepare 
the annual school report to be submitted to the town, for 
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which service it was ordered that he be paid $5.00. It was 
voted that thirty copies of this report be printed and bound 
in a separate book trom the Annual Town Report. The chair- 
man _was appointed to make out the returns as required to 
the Secretary of State. 

The teachers in charge of the schools at the close of the 
year were re-elected to their respective positions. Those of 
the Adams and Daniell schools, for the year ensuing, and 
the teacher of the Ellice School for the Spring term. 

Tt was ordered that the next term commence on Monday, 
the twenty-first day of March, continue twelve weeks, and 
close on the tenth day of June, following. 

Tt was voted to ask the town to appropriate for all school 
purposes for the next year, the sum of nineteen hundred dol- 
lars, the same to be at the disposal of the committee. 


TRUANCY. 


The truant officers report but two instances of being 
called to do service, and those were merely yisits of inquiry 
as to absentees from school, who were found detained at home 
by illness. 


CONCLUSION. 


In bringing this report to a close, the committee desire to 
call attention to the itemized statement of the receipts and 
expenditures in the school department, to be found in the re- 
port of the Superintendent. 

They desire also, to assure the citizens of the town that 
their schools are under good discipline, careful instruction, 
and deserve a generous support.

To THe Inwapirants or Minus: Being called again 
to act on the Board of the School Committee, and to supervise 
the instruction of the public schools. it gives me pleasure to 
report that your educational interests have prospered, and 
good returns have been secured for the labor and money ex- 
pended. 

There has been a marked improvement in some import- 
ant respects over last year. With the exception of the Ellice 
School, the daily attendance has been quite regular, and in all 
the schools tardiness is fast becoming obsolete. In this par- 
ticular the Ellice School has made the greatest improvement, 
there being room in that school for such improvement, but the 
attendance there is still seriously irregular, the children bein 
kept irom school by their parents for service, which is a sa 
WHOUg: both to the children and to the public. 

No complaint can be made of the instruction and disci- 
pline of the schools. They have all had competent and 
faithful teachers. who have maintained good order and been 
devoted to their work. 

Two interesting features of the instruction given have been 
lessons in physiology and in good manners. the children being 
taught the wonderful mechanism of their bodies. the rules of 
health, and also the principles and the practice of polite speech 
andconduct. The drill in gymnastics may also receive men- 
tion_as a valuable exercise to develop muscle and grace of 
motion. Very little has been done to develop or train the 
musical ability of the children. In the judgment of the super- 
intendent, there should be given regular instruction in this 
department, for which it is roped the committee will make 
provision the ensuing year. 

With a view to inspire a still greater ambition to regular 
and prompt attendance aa school duties, following the cata- 
logue of each school will be found the names of those who 
have been neither absent nor tardy, under the Roll of Honor, 
and also the names of others worthy of mention, embracing 
those who have not been absent or have not been tardy dur- 
ing each term respectively.

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GenerAL RemMArRKs. 


It is the policy of the commonwealth to distribute the in- 
come of the State School Fund liberally to the towns of small 
valuation. The wisdom of this is apparent and it accrues to 
the advantage of our municipality. 

But very little has been expended in repairs and furnish- 
ing of school buildings, whereas some years a considerable 
sum would be necessary. It is the policy of the school com- 
mittee not to exceed the amount placed at their disposal. 
Some thirty-five dollars have been expended and paid for 
fuel in anticipation of the next year. There is on hand a 
stock of school books and supplies, fully equal to that reported 
last year, while the books in use are in a fair condition. 

There is on the part of teachers and scholars, under the 
present system even greater vigilance and care that books 
shall not be injured by abuse. The school-houses are in a 
good condition. i 

It is worthy of mention that no epidemic has interrupted 
the schools, and no death among the pupils has occurred 
since the town was incorporated.
